AS IS OFTEN THE CASE, 


one doesn't fully appreciate 
his own surroundings, 
could be classed among those 
"the grass is always greener 
on the other side" persons.

Former Secretary 
Of State Promoted 
Reciprocal Trade 
WASHINGTON — UP).— 


Cordell Hull, former Secre- 
tary of State whom many 
hailed as "the father of the 
United Nations," died today. 
He was 83 last Oct. 2. 


Death came at 9 a. m. at 


the U. S. Naval hospital in 
nearby Bethesda, Md., where 
the elderly statesman had 
been taken last March 26 aft- 
er, suffering a stroke in his 
hotel apartment. He had an- 
other stroke Friday. 


Hull had long been in poor 


health, suffering from high blood 
pressure and ailments of old age. 


In 1951 he suffered a cerebral 


thrombosis and was desperately 
ill for many months. Friends de- 
spaired of his life, but Hull mad« 
a good recovery and left the hos- 
pital to live in his hotel quarter*. 


Wife Died in 1954 


Mrs. Hull died in March 1954. 


Hull continued to live at the apart- 
ment until last June, returning then 
to Bethesda because «* his general 
poor health. While there he was 
hit by a slight stroke and for a 
time was too ill to receive visitors. 


Released again about the first 


of the year, he went back to the 
apartment. A niece, Mrs. Kathe- 
rine Ethridge of San Antonio, Tex., 
stayed with him there. Friends re- 
ported he had been "up and 
around" almost every day.

Until hi» stroke ut March,' and 


aside from periods of critical Ill- 
ness in recent years, Hull had 
steadily maintained an interest in 
national affairs. 


Sponsored Trade Plan 


As the original sponsor of th« 


reciprocal trade program, going 
back to his days in the Senate, 
Hull had been especially; mterested 
in U.S. trade policy' and had 
closely followed the ups and downs 
in Congress of pending legislation 
to carry on ;the:tfade program. 


Plans are for the funeral to b« 


held at National Cathedral and for 
Hull to _be buried there. Mrs. Hull 
is buried there. 


Hull, as Secretary of State in 


three administrations of the lat« 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
held the post longer than any other 
man in the nation's history'— from 
March, 1933 to November, 1944. 


Won Nobel Prize 


Illness forced his retirement tn 


the grim days of World War U, 
which he had labored to avert, 
then labored to use as a spring- 
board for establishing an enduring: 
world peace. 
. 


He was awarded the Nobel peaca 


prize in 1945 in tribute to his ef- 
forts to develop a world wide, ef- 
fective plan to banish \var from 
the earth. These efforts led to 
creation of the United Nations. 


Bom in a log cabin in Tennes- 


see, Hull's whole adult life was 
spent in public service. He was 
in Congress for 24 years — 22 in 
the House and two in the Senate 
— before he became Secretarv of 
State. Prior to his election to Con- 
gress he was first a state legislator 
and later a circuit judge in Ten- 
nessee. 


f a member of Congress, Hull 


specialized in tariff and economic 
matters — an interest reflected 
n his efforts as secretary of state 
:o promote world trade.

oles on foreign aid. more Repub- 
jcans than Democrats backed the 
resident on ihe key testa.

Hayden <D-Arizi, floor manager 
for the bill in his branch, told a 
reporter today "We're going to 
stand pat on exactly what the 
Senate voted." 


Foreign aid money bills always 


come at the end of congressional 
sessions.

During their 25 years, the group 


nas made 42 comforters, nine fin- 
ished quilts, three bed spreads, a 
number of pieced tops, which were 
sold unfinished, and several baby 
layettes. They also helped the vet- 
eran's hospital. by making 13 
shock blankets, five 
bathrobes, 


five nightgowns, and many cancer 
bandages. 


All the money which is used for 


charity work is earned in various 
ways. Among them are bake sales, 
silent auctions, ice cream socials, 
white elephant sales, and lunches 
at the farm sales served by the 
women. They are contributed to 
such organizations 
as the Red 


Cross, Community Chest, Cancer 
Fund, March of Dimes, Goodfel- 
lows, and Care. 


The WooBiing Women's Club has 


done considerable work toward the 
upkeep of the church in Woosung. 
For many years they paid the in- 
surance, helped redecorate both in- 
side and out, purchased the rugs, 
built platforms, and donated coal. 


The school also got a great part 


of the ladles' attention. They pur- 
chased numerous articles for the 
school and worked tirelessly to im- 
prove the appearance of the school.

Birthday of Rev. Heckman 


A. reception will be held in th« 


fellowship hall of the Church of 
tb« Brethren on Sunday, July 24, 
from 2 to 5 p.m. honoring the Rev. 
John Heckman who observed hi« 
92nd birthday on June 24. 


Rev. John Heckman was born 


June, 1663, near Greenville, HI., 
about fifty miles east of St. Louis. 
Both1 his parents died before he 
was four years old, and so he grew 
up among relative* and friends, 
shifting about in several families 
and attending the country school a. 
few weeks in the winters. 


In 1880, at the age of 17, he en- 


tered Alt. Morris College and lat- 
er gi-aduated with a. degree in edu- 
cation. He is the only one of his 
class of 14 still living. 


He married Hattie Price, daugh- 


ter of John W: Price, Oregon, in 
1885. After a few years in Kansas, 
the couple bought a farm in Polo 
which is now owned by their son, 
Price Heckman, with whom he 
makes his home. 


John Heckman gave earnest at- 


tention to the needs of his church. 
He was Elder in Charge in 1905 
and led the way in building the 
br'ck church to replace the little 
vhite frame building. After this 
ne served as pastor for seven years 
and Elder in Charge for 25 years. 
His interest also extended to Mt. 
Morris College, where he served as 
trustee. 


In 1908 he built a new house in 


Polo where they lived for <J3 years. 
His wife died in 1936. For a-few 
years he lived alone and then 
moved-to the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Ruth Forney. 


Rev. Heckman has always con- 


sidered idleness a bad thing. He 
had a hunch that he'd like to visit 
his son, Clarence,' and his wife, 
Lucile, who are missionaries in 
Nigeria. Africa. When he asked his 
doctor if he considered it advisable 
for him to make such a trip, the 
doctor replied, "It's no farther to 
Heaven from Africa than from 
America." 


In -his own words he says, "I 


flew to Legos, the capital of Brit- 
ish Nigeria, West Africa. From 
there I took the narrow gauge train 
700 miles inland to Jos. the end of 
the railroad^ From there* I went by 
truck 400 miles to the mission 
station. There I built a sun dried 
grass roofed house in which I lived 
for fourteen months."

During the past year, Rev. Heck- 


man has taken a great interest in 
'the enlarging and remodeling of 
the Church of the Brethren in Polo.

towards greater sophistication. The 
jolly little postwar gimmick (you.

flipped open to reveal a built-in 
bed) hag been ousted from the 
«cene. Versatility remains a goal 
but wordi like "multi-purpose" and 
"space-saving" have taken on new 
weaning*. 


Treading my own path up and 


down the endless corridors of 
Chicago's vast Merchandise Mart 
and American Furniture Mart dur- 
in£ the summer home furnishings 
market, I was impressed by the 
wealth of beautiful furniture which 
will be in stores by early fall. 


I heard a lot of talk in the 


showrooms and conferences about 
the moneyed middle class (that's 
you. dear), the improving tastes of 
average shoppers and the consoling 
prediction that Mrs. Homemaker is 
more interested in style than price. 
This is a gentle build-up for the 
newg that prices will undoubtedly 
go higher. 


Foreign Influence 


Turning to style, then, we'll see 


even more of the Oriental influ- 
ence. Italian provincial, Scandina- 
vian and early American styles 
leave a distinctive mark on many 
modern collections in low, medium 
and upper-middle 
prices lines. 


Contemporary designs continue, in 
general, the strong trend towards 
softer, rounder contours with sculp- 
tured effects on wood frames and 
tables.

Violence in Gaza 


In Biblical Gaza where Samson took his revenue on De- 


lilah, Israel and Egypt face each other across a battle- 
scarred desert strip bristling with guns and barbed wire. 
. 


It is difficult to realize the tense atmosphere which 


exists along this desolate frontier. The whole area looks 
like an outpost in the last war, with houses barricaded and 
sentries posted. 
In the first five month of this year, according to U.N.'s 


Truce Commission, 72 persons have been killed in border 
warfare between Egyptian and Israeli, including 29 civil- 
ians.. Continued violence along the demarcation line has only 
intensified the bitterness between Israel and Egypt and .has 
made the armistice of 1949 all the more difficult to main- 
tain.Even if Gen. E. L. M. Burns, U.N.'s very able Canadian 
truce supervisor, possessed the wisdom of a Solomon he 
would still face an uphill struggle in his heroic effort to 
bring peace to the Middle Eastern tinderbox. 


Who is responsible for the repeated outbreaks of murder 


and bloodshed in Gaza? 


There is little doubt that Red agents whose job it is to 


foment trouble in the Middle East have made substantial 
inroads among the thousands of Arab refugees camping 
on Israel's border. 


But why speculate? In Gaza's explosive situation lei- 1 


surely speculation is a luxury the free world can no longer 
afford. 
' 


The free countries have a vital and immediate interest 


in peace between Israel and Egypt. While continued violence 
in the Middle East is devoutly desired by Moscow and Red 
China, peace here as in Cyprus and at every other friction 
point is of .prime importance to the free world. 


Why, then, this strange inactivity* on the part of the 


Western diplomats? 


The U.S., the strongest country in the free "world with 


no stigma of colonialism attached to it, still has prestige 
in the Middle East and wields enormous influence. Why 
doesn't the State Department display more initiative and 
imagination in the effort to bring about a top-level meeting 
between Egypt and -Israel so that a negotiated settlement 
might bring a greater measure of security and promise to 
Arabs and Jews alike? 


One thing as certain: Now is the time to act — before the 


"Gaza incident." turns into a major tragedy.

GENEVA— In Britain the press has come' to grips with itself, in a 


public, though limited discussion of its faults. The proprietors of the 
Times have decided that the degradation of journalism by the so- 
called popular press is not a private affair in a household of magnates 
to be ignored as a matter of courtesy even in their 
formal consistories. This is a break from a self-im- 
posed taboo of many years. 


The Times' attack on certain nameless but 


obvious urchins of the trade has evoked retorts 
from these guttersnipes and the issue apparently 
is joined, to be fought out in running repartee lor a 
long time. 


At the moment. Sir Anthony Eden, the prime 


minister, has just ducked a dangerous proposal by 
a Laborite, or Socialist party M. P. that Commons

statutory, power to "deal with" complaints about the press. There 
is in existence a sort of private grand jury within the industry Eden 
refused to have anything to do with the proposal of the opposition

the worst of them are bias and suppression and distortion which are 
common^also in even the most stately and stuffy English dailies But 
we have. few specimens which are even comparable in sordid banal- 
ity to a jvhole bundle of Londop papers, the worst of which pour 
forth in mountainous volume on Sundays.

Army of the Ohio, Oct.—1862 


My Dear Wife 


I take my pen in hand to write you a few lines to 


let you know that I am wpll We are on the march and 
you must excuse me if I do not write verry often This 
is the fourth days march and we have not got rested 
yet since we left Rockford we have to get up at three 
Oclock and have to stand in rank and have to stand 
an hour or so and to be ready at a minutes warning to 
march 
some times we do not get started til twelve 


Oclock. and I cannot commence to write for I do not 
know what minute we shal start we march till dark and

Thursday Oct 9th 62 
Chap 12th 


It's about noon & an extraordinary hot day; we ars 


drawn up in line of battle be hind a stone fence: we have 
learned nothing as to the yesterdays fighting yet only 
that our men have driven the enemy; the ground here 
is covered with cannon balls canister grape and musket 
balls; Hig has just come in with an armfull of diferent 
sorts; there isn't a great many dead on this pa'rt of the 
ground. 


It's evening, we are all seated round our camp fires 


as usual; thinking & talking of the past & the folks at 
home; wondering what they will think when they hear of 
the .battle. 
Charley Coons is here to night, they were 


in the fight but came out safe Tom Penman has some 
big stones to tell' about it He says he shot a Colonel & 
got his horse. & he has the stars on his cap that came 
off the Colonels coat collar; he say is he going to keep 
one of them for Wil Gates. I have heard you (Pa) tell 
about ttees being slivered up with cannon balls I have 
seen the same myself today; we advanced about two 
miles this afternoon over the field part of the way was 
through the woods & some oak trees slivered for ten 
feet each way from where the ball struck them; I saw 
one oak about a foot through that a shell had struck 
about twenty feet up & had burst in the middle of it «t 
blown it all entirely to pieces; it is a hard looking sight 
where we are em-ampccl tonight about twenty rods from 
here there are about two thousand stand of arms lying 
on the ground; some splendid guns; but the most of them 
are muskets; not but a few rods distant lays four dead 
Secesh all in a pile killed with one shell, the ground is 
strewn with clothing of all sorts knapsacks haversacks 
cartridge boxes cap boxes & canteans & the boys have

Midwest to Get 
Relief From 
Heat Sunday

The sun-baked Midwest, after a 


long spell of not and humid weath- 
er, looked for a little relief today 
but there was no promise of im- 
mediate cooling in other sections 
of the swelter belt. 


Cooler and less humid ari which 


extended over Minnesota and the 
Northern Great Lakes region 
moved s l o w l y southward and 
weather forecasters expect the cool 
front to reach the Ohio River Val- 
ley tomorrow morning. Fair and 
pleasant weather for most of the 
Midwest was the outlook for to- 
morrow. 


But the season's hottest weather 


appeared in prospect for most of 
the eastern ttiird of the nation as 
well as most of the south. Temper- 
atures climbed to season highs in 
many parts of the northeast Friday 
hitting a sizzling 114 at South 
Wales, N. Y.. a hamlet near Buf- 
falo. It was 102 in Plainfield, N. J., 
101 in Poughkeepsie, N.-Y., and 
New York City, reported readings 
ranging up to 100 and higher. 


Philadelphia also baked with a 


top of 100, equaling the record for 
July 22, while Washington felt just 
as hot with a high of 98. 


Temperatures were 90-plus in 


most of the country Friday except 
in the Northern Plains region, 
northeast New England and the 
Pacific cokst. 


It was 98 early today at Blythe, 


Calif., in the desert region, but in 
most of the country readings were 
in the 70s. However, they were in 
the 50s and 60s on the west coast 
and in the 60s in a narrow belt 
from the northern Rockies east- 
ward to the northern Great Lakes 
region. It was about the some in 
the central and southern Rockies. 


Showers brought temporary re- 


lief to many areas. Rain was re- 
ported during the night over most 
of the country except the northern 
and middle Atlantic coast 'states, 
parts of the Northern Plains, the 
Upper Mississippi Valley and along 
the West coast.

proposal by Deere and Co., farm 
equipment firm: has been turned

CIO United Auto 


Workers.

would "exceed" terms given re- 
cently in the auto industry. The 
union declared "it doesn't meet 
the need of the workers locally." 


The firm's announcement of its 


proposal Friday said 
it would

the recent 20-cent-per- 


hour settlement in the automobile 
industry." 


Pat Greathouse. one of the UA- 


Ws top negotiators, said, "the 
union has voted unanimoiuly to 
reject 
the company proposal."' 


He said the plan "accepts the 
principle of the Ford and General 
Motors contracts" but 
left 
out 


"important provisions." 


Fa«e Strike 


Greathouse declared that unless 


"basic changes" are made, "the 
company faces a strike in all eight 
plants Aug. 1." The Deere-UAW 
contract expires on that date.

type with a capacity of 3,250 bush- 
els each—to store about 47 million 
bushels of grain to be turned over 
to it under price support programs 
in August and September. 


The decision to buy additional 


bins is based on a report of the 
Federal Crop Reporting 
Board 


which forecast 
crop production 


this year will be the second larg- 
est on record. 


In addition to Illinois, the bins

Director Glen D. Palmer, of the 


Department of Conservation, call- 
ed the revisions another step in a 
long-range program designed to 
preserve and improve hunting in 
Illinois for years to come. 


"Regulation* must be sensible," 


Palmer explained, "in order to 
work for the best interests. The 
pheasant season, for example, has 
been extended five days for the. 
jrimple reason that research has 
proven that Illinois can. afford to 
harvest more cock birds." 


ft Extra D*y» 


New date* for hunting cock 


pheasants this coming Mason will 
be Nov. 11 to 30 inclusive—five ex- 
tra days. Hunting will begin at 
noon opening day and will be per- 
mitted from sunrise to sunset the 
balance of the 20-day season. The 
two a day limit was retained. 


Dates for hunting bob white 


quail have been changed to permit 
a later start of the season, due to 
weather experiences in most of the 
quail range where hot days and 
heavy vegetation have impeded 
hunting. 


The quail season in 1955 will be 


Nov. 19 to Dec. 19, inclusive. In 
1958 the dates will be Nov. IT to 
Dec. 17. In both cases the dates 
permit a Saturday noon opening 
to benefit the hunter who works 
oilier days of the week. 


Prohibit Import* 


The rabbit season likewise has 


been moved back, in an effort to 
•eek, colder weather and reduce 
danger of disease. There also is a 
Saturday opening, the season run 
ning Nov. 26 to Jan. 20, inclusive. 
In 1956, the cottontail season wil 
open on Nov. 21 and last through 
Jan. 20. 
< 


, Importation of Satt Juan (or Eng- 
lish) rabbit is prohibited under the 
new code. Research had proved 
that the potential of the San Juan 
for doing damage was considerable 
and the Natural History Survey 
concluded its introduction to Illi- 
nois might "do a great disservice 
to our farmers." 


The revised code has eliminated 


one of the three zones previously 
used in establishing regulations, 
setting up a Southern zone with its- 
original counties plus Jersey and 
Calhoun, and a Northern zone in- 
cluding all of the old Northern 
zone and the rest of the Central 
zone. 


?1 License Fee 


Squirrel hunting dates for the 


Southern zone will be Aug. 1 to 
Oct. 15, inclusive, and in the North- 
em zone from Sept. 1 to Oct. 31, 
inclusive. 


In an effort to encourage propa- 


gation of pheasants, the revised 
code contains a provision permit- 
ting farmers to operate non-com- 
mercial game breeding projects 
under a $1 license fee. This pro- 
vision permits raising of up to 50 
pheasants, quail or Chukar part- 
ridges legally acquired, but re- 
stricts the breeder to the release 
and harvesting- of male pheasants 
during the regular hunting- season, 
Nov. 11-30. 


The fee for operation of a con- 


trolled shooting area, with mini- 
mum release of 250 pheasants, has 
been increased from $20 to $50. and 
regulations changed 
to permit 


shooting of cock pheasants only 
during the regular season. Hens 
may be released and harvested the 
balance of the season which be- 
gins Oct. 15 and ends Feb. 15. 


Also included 
in the code 


changes are provisions that all 
field trials must be held between 
the hours of sunrise and sunset. 
and that all birds released in ?uch 
field tnals must be tagged by offi- 
cers of the Department of Conser- 
vation.

Long Ago — Zopotecs Left Mysterious Records 


BY R. S. CRAGGS 


NEAR THE CITY of Oaxaca in 


southwestern Mexico stands an 
astronomical observatory that is 
2500 years old. Built on a moun- 
tain top, it was part of the ancient 
city of Mount Alban and pos- 
sessed no more powerful' astro- 
nomical instrument than the hu- 
man eye. 


Using nothing but stone tools, 


these ancient builders leveled the 
highest peak of the mountain and 
its .out-lying lesser peaks as a 
home for the gods, with palaces, 
tombs and several pyramids. The 
structures thus hewn out of rock, 
though an ideal fortress, appar- 
ently had only religious signi- 
ficance, because the people who 
built it had been at peace for 


before the Spanish 
1000 years 
conquest. 


Today their descendants walk 


In the streets of Oaxaca and some 
still call the mountain by the old 
Zapotec name, Dambaan (holy 
mountain). 


The priests were astronomers 


and 
worshipped 
the 
physical 


forces of nature, such as the sun 
and the sea. This led to the de- 
velopment of the first calendar 
(as far as we know at present) 
ever used in North America. And 
this was 600 years before Christ! 


The year began on March 16th 


and was divided into eighteen 
months of twenty days each, with 
five days left over at the end of 
the year to make the total 365. 


This intellectual center was 


continuously inhabited for 2000 
years, longer than any other city 
in the known history of Mexico, 
and sank into decadence only a 
few centuries before the Spanish 
conquest in the 1500's. ' 


These remarkable people did 


leave written records behind 
them, but so far nobody has been 
able to read more than a few 
words—mostly symbols, proper 
names and numbers. We know 
for instance, that a dot means 
"one" and an upright bar stands 
for "five": a bar and two dots 
would be seven. The Maya and

other early Mexicans adopted 
this system of numbering. 


The numbeis, however, give

before Columbus came.

Face," which was read by many 
English classes. It attracts tour- 
ists year after year. 


This issue will b» of special 


mteiest to those who collect 
stamps related to literature and 
authors. It will also be a desir- 
able item for those who make 
special collections of mountains 
on stamps. 


"The Old Man" takes its place 


in a growing list of postage 
stamps which show mountains of 
the United States. 
In recent 


years these have included: Wash- 
ington T e r r i t o r y Centennial 
(1953); Mt. Rushmore (1952); 
Grand Coulee Dam (1952), \\hich 
shows mountains in the back- 
ground, as does the Centenary 
commemorative (1951) of Ne- 
vada's first settlement.

New Hampshire's "Old Man" 
is a favorite tourist attraction. 


(1948) is atop Palomar Moun- 
tain, of course, in California. The 
National Parks issue of 1934 of- 
fers several fine mountain views:
